A BREAKFAST 

BACON RECIPE. 

A Missouri farmer who built up a 
good meat business uaes the following | 
recl|te. which is especially line for 
breakfast bacon. Salt, fifteen pounds; 
brown sugar, three pounds; powdered 
borax, one pound; black pepper, one 
pound; saltpeter, one fourth of a pound. 
Mix thoroughly, place in a large pan on 
the stove and keep warm enough so 
that vou can just bear vour hand in it. 
With this mixture rub the meat on both 
aid»s until it sweata. Apply all the 
mixture that will pussiblg alick. i'urk 
the meat awav in barrela or boxes for 
ten or twelve davs; hsrg and smoke 
with hickory wood or corncobs until a 
nice straw color is obtained. This may 
hang all season without trouble trntn 
flies or buga. The side inert will hive 
the same flavor as breakfast bacon, and 
the joints the same flavor ai 
cureii meat.
